titude of the United. States govern- 
ment "toward this grave situation 
created by Japan." 
Capture of Tientsin by the South- 
erners would cut Peking off from 
the sea and the Northern comman-

Ml-a.' Hobart left the sitting room 
where she had been reading and 
<*.ent to a bedroom which has a 
. ttnall window above the. door fac- 
ing the city hall. She was hit by a 
bullet, through the window fired 
: ffbrn the wall. She was conscious 
ieri'minutes and died in one hour. 
V "Prom that time on we lived 
hi the basement of the mission 
building, being fired at every time 
We left the building. It was not 
known what particular group of 
southern soldiers,. was doing 
the 
.firing'. This Is the first opportunity 
tp' get out word. No one .else, w.as 
'killed and air the Chinese students 
"we 'living In 'the basement with
